THE LAW AND YOU 


Often questions arise regarding the dif- 
ference between,a joint tenancy in real estate 
and a tenancy in common. Let us first com- 
pare the way these two different interests in 
land are created. To create a joint tenancy, a 
deed would read “to Joseph Smith and Ed- 
ward Jones, as joint tenants and not as 
tenants in common.” Unless there is specific 
language in the deed creating a joint tenancy, 
the interest in land will probably be construed 
as a tenancy in common. The following ex- 
amples will demonstrate that these two 
tenancies do create far different rights upon 
the death of the first landowner. 


The major difference between joint tenancy 
and a tenancy in common is that the joint 
tenancy includes survivorship. When the first 
joint tenant dies, the surviving joint tenant 
lakes the entire estate of the deceased. 
Therefore, in our above example involving 
Smith and Jones, if Smith died first, Jones 
would get his entire interest in the land even if 
Smith was survived by a wite and children. In 
this case, Smith’s family would inherit 
nothing from his interest in the land, even if 
Smith left a will leaving all his property to his 
wife and children.

If Smith and Jones held the property as 
tenants in common, however, when Smith 
died first, his interest would pass under the 
will to his wife and children. In this case, even 
if he died without a will, one-half of the pro- 
perty would go to his wife and one-half would 
pass to the childrén. Here the wife and 
children themselves would become tenants in 
common with Jones, the surviving tenant in 
common. 

The decision as to whether to create a joint 
tenancy or tenancy in common will depend on 
the relationship between the parties and what 
the landowner is trying to accomplish. If 
Smith and Jones are brothers, have no other 
family, and each has contributed equally to 
the purchase of the land, then they will pro- 
bably want to’ hold the property as joint 
tenants with right of survivorship. 

However, let’s assume that Smith and 
Jones are business partners with families. If 
each contributed equally to the purchase of 
the land, they probably would not want all the 
land to pass to the survivor of them when the 
first one dies. Each would probably want his 
family to inherit his interest upon his death, 
and therefore they should own the property as 
tenants in common.

hazardous-waste plant) 

All chemical plants here have 
the most stringent guidelines set 
up by the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency and the Occupation- 
al Safety and Health Administra- 
tion for the safety of the 
environment and the personnel 
involved in their operation. 

But with all precautions taken, 
there are still many chemicai 
spills that occur because of oper- 
ator errors. When unloading or 
loading’ tank trucks and tank 
cars, there can be violent chemi- 
cal reactions caused by equip- 
ment failure, ruptured lines, ete. 

A lot of these spills and fumes 
released into the atmosphere are 
never reported by the operators 
for fear of discipline by their 
supervisors. If a chemical spill 
is reported to the EPA, it is 
after the fact. The damage has 
been done. 

How many chemical plants in 
the past couple of years have 
been rocked by explosions that 
have killed people and caused 
evacuations? A lot of them. But 
not one has been caused by an 
airplane falling from the sky. 

hemical companies have con- 
stant evacuation drills in case 
there is _a spill or accidental 
release of fumes. 

I don’t doubt the cleanliness of 
the facility that the aldermen 
visited. When visitors came to 
the plant I worked in, they were 
steered to the cleanest depart- 
ments for a good impression. 

Mr. Brett Hanke should get his 
head out of the sand and do a 
little research on just what the 
words ‘“‘toxi (hazardous) 
chemical waste really means. 

He is right in one respect, 
though, when he states that 
industries are anxiously waiting 
for Eticam to open. Every chem- 
ical plant in-this country with 
thousands of drums of toxic 
chemical waste that they can't 
get rid of, sitting on their back 
lots, will be shipping them 
through our streets. 

Every citizen in.Granite City 
should view the film ofthe Tex- 
as City, Texas, disaster that 
occurred a few years ago, 
caused by a static spark. It 
would open their eyes. 

We must do everything possi- 
ble to prevent Eticam from 
locating near Granite City.

Belleville Area College Presi- 
dent Joe Cipfl and his board are 
going to court in an effort to 
prevent me from viewing five 
personnel files and the resumes 
of those who recently applied for 
a position at BAC. 

They state that I have publicly 
embarrassed some BAC admin- 
istrators and independent con- 
tractors. 

That is certainly true, but’ only 
after my attempts to resolve the 
problems behind closed doors 
were unsuccessful. I only regret 
that I didn’t come down harder 
on a couplé of them 

They claim my viewing the 
files would be an invasion of pri- 
vacy and I would use the ‘infor- 
mation to embarrass the five 
employees. This is pure non- 
sense. 

In my four-plus years on the 
board, I have asked to view only 
three personnel files, and the 
information was never divulged 
to anyone. 

College President Cipfl is a 
master politician who uses his 
talents in ways which I some- 
times find unprofessional.

I have the right as a board 
member to review files in order

Denying me 
that right allows Cipfl ‘and his 
inner circle to operate in secre- 
ey.

Imagine sending your 
atitumn leaves, grass clippings 
and kitchen scraps out like dry- 
efeaning and having them come 
back with a bill! Yet many of us 
do this year after year without a 
second thought. 

For people with extremely 
usy schedules or very tiny 

rds, home composting may be 
i plain Hi aia ene But if you 

ve even a little spare time and 
Space, it’s an opportunity to 
practice a kind of recycling that 
‘Téally makes a difference. As 
much as a third of what we send 
to our overburdened landfills 
each year is made up of leaves, 
Brass clippings and other yatd 
waste. 
“Even if recycling wasn’t so 
‘important, there would still be 
‘ood reasons to make your own 
éompost. It’s the world’s best 

sil conditioner. It's what you 
feed ‘to produce “garden loam,’ 
‘that deep, dark, crumbly, rich 
‘soil that vegetables and flowers 
thrive in. 

Garden loam doesn't occur in 

‘nature; you have to make it. So, 
"Gf you'd like an opportunity to 
“See and use the products of your 
(Own recyclin; efforts, home 
‘com, ting is for you. Her’s how 
its ne. 
New fangled bin or old fash- 
ioned pile? The main advantage 
‘of the new compost bins and 
.tumblers is that they’re neater 
“than a plain pile. A tumbler also 
eliminates the need to turn or 
‘étherwise aerate a compost 
vheap. 

Aeration is critical to the 
decomposition process, so buy 
‘the largest bin that’s practical 
“for you and make sure it has 








= ventilation holes. Set 
on bricks or hoards, off the 
—_ or draw air in from the 


om. 

If you have a sheltered. incon- 
spicuous spot in the yard, you'll 
do just as well with a plain com- 
post pile. Try to locate it where 
it will get some tection from 
wind and rain, which slow down 
the decomposition process. 

Whatever method you use, the 
technique is the same. Alternate 
layers of organic matter (see list 
below) moisten as you go with 
the garden hose, and add a little 
high nitrogen fertilizer. 

What to put it: Fallen leaves 
are your most plentiful source of 
compost material, and they 
break down rapidly in a pile 
Grass clippings are also plentiful 
and excellent to use, but be sure 
to mix them thoroughly with oth- 
er materials or they'll form 
compacted layers that smother 
the compost pile and slow down 
the process. 

Weeds, light shrub trimmings, 
vegetable and flower stalks from 
the garden, spoiled produce, 
etc., should all go in. 

The heat of the compost pile 
— especially at the center — 
should. kill most weed seeds, but 
don't put in obviously diseased 
plant material. 

In the kitchen, save eggshells, 
coffee grounds, fruit and vegeta~ 
ble peels. Keep them in a large 
can with a cover or plastic bag 
and add to the pile weekly. 

What to leave out: Meat, 
bones, grease and bread attract 
rodents, raccoons and other var- 
mints. Leave them out. Heavy 
wood breaks down slowly. 

Wood, sawdust, bark chips and 
similar materials should be com- 
posted separately. They use lots 
of nitrogen in the process, so 
supplement the pile with a high 
nitrogen fertilizer and plan to 
allow a couple of years for it to 
break down fully 

Avoid large quantities of news- 
paper. Some newsprint contains 
chemicals that will inhibit the 
composting process. 

A little soil is fine, but soil

Lime and wood ash used to be 
recommended to keep odor 
down, but a smelly compost pile 
usually means poor air circula- 
tion.
